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PREFACE 


More books passed over the desks of Illinois libraries last year 
than in any previous year, according to the reports contained in the 
1941 statistical compilation presented here. This is despite the fact 
that use of libraries is said to decline with any upsurge of business 
activity. 

The total increase can largely be attributed to the demands of 
national defense, although the establishment of three new libraries 
has contributed. New industries coming into the state have added 
many families in some communities, overtaxing library resources. 
Throughout the state, libraries have reported an increased demand 
for technical books and books about jobs to supply workers in de- 
fense industries. Libraries near army camps have been pressed for 
educational and recreational material. This increased demand for 
books has not always been met by a larger library budget. 

The increased demand on public libraries and the rising interest 
of rural people in reading has had the effect of expanding the circula- 
tion of the Illinois State Library (See Statistics p. 4). 

Despite the steady increase in the use of libraries in Illinois over 
a period of years figures here reveal that only one sixth of the total 
population of the State hold cards in libraries. Many of these persons 
without cards, of course, live in areas not served by libraries and must 
rely on the State Library for books. Yet it is startling to learn that 
only one-fourth of the persons living in library-served areas hold 
cards in their local libraries. This suggests a real need for public re- 
lations activities at home. How does your library stand? 

The 1941 statistical report for the first time offers figures for the 
12-month period just passed (ending April 30, 1941). In former com- 
pilations some reports included were as old as two years. 

Bringing the statistics of libraries up-to-date was made possible 
by a prompt mailing of reports from many libraries* and by the spe- 
cial effort of the field visitor to public libraries who has organized 
the statistical information. 

The arrangement of information this year is by region, to pro- 
mote thinking in terms of regional areas. The American Library As- 
sociation Minimum Standard of Public Libraries is again presented 
for purposes of individual comparison. New information includes a 
list of Friends of the Libraries, camp libraries and librarians, and li- 
braries cooperating with the State Library in the reading course pro- 
gram. College and University figures are not given here but will be 
presented again in 1942.

To reduce the number of people in Illinois not having access to 
public library facilities, the Work Projects Administration with the 
cooperation of the Illinois State Library, operated for the fifth con- 
secutive year an average of 260 Library Centers throughout Illinois. 
For the most part these WPA Library Centers are located in small 
isolated communities, and are sponsored locally by active library 
committees. At year’s end, these Library Centers were serving a total 
population of 246,021 and continued to circulate an average of 175,000 


books each month. 


In addition WPA supplied an average of 170 workers to public 
libraries and 47 to public school libraries to assist with clerical work 
in the extension of library services.
